Confesslon of Henry Stone, taken at the
United States Judl, in the oity of Denver, connty
of Arapahoe and Territory ol Celorado, on the
Oih day of May, A. D, 1866

To the People of Colorado:—I wns born on
the 40th day of January, 1843, in the town of
Perryvitle, Perry county, Missourl, where my

ronite now reside; there wore nine enhildren,

vie boye amd tour girls, myeell being the young:
ost but one. I lelt home at the age ol sixtecn—
wont to Iilinols—ielt home on acconnt of get.
tiog into n tight with my brother, I thought |
had killea him. 1 took to gnmbling and hooves
raclog—pot in o fuss with & man named Johu
son ovor 6 game of cards, 1 followed him about
o mile from town and killed him by shooting
him with a rovolver—this was in the hll ol

18606, 1 took from this mon's parson seven hun
dred dollars m mopey witer | had  killod
him. I thon wemt to Sparta, Hinois,

aud remained in that piace abonut two weeks, |1
gol in & luss with a man i?- the name of Bullin
ger, nbout o horseauees, waylaid him on the
road and killed him by shooting him—took from
this man's pereon, a'ter T had killed him, 3300,
1 then went from there to Jackson, Qape Girar-
dean county, Musmouri. 1 lell out with o man by
the name ol Andrew Smith, about n girl. Mys-ll
and Bmith were out winlking in the edge ol the
town; I stabbed him wul & kulle and killed
him, getitng only ten dollars In money, 1 then
fled to St Panl, Minnesotn; stanxd thers about
two months, then went 1o St, Louls; jomed the
three mopihs men o the army, o the year
18615 wns mustered out; joined the 12th Missouri

cavalry —it W4 atterwards consohidnted
with the bth Migsouri Cavalry -
tered out and joined the Thirceeath Ais
sourl Cavalry; statd ot Rolla, Mwssourt,
about fve months, At the time we were

stationed there, 1 killed & man whose name 1 do
not know, near to the town of Dillon, 1 killed
him for hige money. [ was out walking and saw
two men. I tollowed them awhile and com-
menced shooting at them, and they shot at me;
1 killed one, the other ran; I took from this man
fifiy-five dollars and a silver watch; I atterwards
sold the wateh: I kalled ting man nbout one year
ago lust December; we then received marchive
orders and went on (o the Platte road: wo wern
stationed at Camp Wardell; mysell and Franklin
Foster, on tue Sth day of Junuary, 1866, lelt
Camp Wardell to hunt for antelope; when from
ﬂ\'cR)o.ighL miles above camp, on the our-off
rosd, we parted compuny; I went about dne
south, Foster gomg weel or north ol west; wi
were gseparated about two hours; 1 started vack
towards Foster; met him aboul a mile (rom
some wagons, which I eould see [rom the place
that I met Foster; Foster gaid to me, “Let us
desert from the army,” I told him I wonldn'l
do it.

While I wne away from Foeter [ heard nine or
ten shots fired in the direction of the wagons,
Foster wan coming from the wagons when |
came up to him. Foster had two revolvers on
him at the thine, one of which belonged to Thos,
Rhodes, which Foster gave to him when we got
to camp. On the next mormng 1 was informed
for the first time that two moen bad been mur-
dered up the Platte river. This was the firat
that 1 knew of the murder. About 2 o'clock in
the afternoon, Mr. Foster told we that we were
accused of the murder, T told him that I did
not believe It: he aaid 1 would find it out betore
night. Oov the first night that we ceame to Den-
ver, Mr. Foster told me that he did kill the two
men, but that he would never own it—that he
might be killed, but he should not own up. |1
have ofren requested him to prove my ianocence,
but he always sald that he wou'ld not, and ssid
it I eadd a word about it thal be would tell the
Court that we were both present when the two
men were killed. I was siraid to well the truth,
s0 kept denying any knowledge ol the matier
il this time. Fdhl not know & word about the
murder till told of it the next morning in
camp. [ never received one cent of the moner,
and do not know how much money Fosler got,
The two men that I allude to as being killod
were Isane I Augustus and Sluman, for
the murder of whom we were tried snd cop-
victed,

I woe married the 26th day of July, 1863, in
Perry county, Missouri; my wife is still Living.
I have one clild about eighteen months old,

Confession of Franklin Foswer, taken at the
United States Jail at Denver, Avapuhoe county
and Territory of Colorado, on the 16tk day of
May, 1866.

To the People of Colorado:—I was born in
Stoddard county, Misgourl, on the 2ith day ol
o “bruary, 1846, My parents are both dead, they
dicd ap. Bt thicleen yoars aro, I was an hones!
boy until 1 voMe to Colorndo—accounted so by
eversbody, both w.uen .'-""i men. I enlisted in
the army July, 1861, ar Chpe Girardean, Mo., i
the 12th Missouri Cavaley, 1 tu‘“-“"!f:“_ myseil us
good @ soldier ag ever took hold ot Llie butt of o
revolver, My icgiment was consotldated with
the 6th Missonrl Cuvalry, and I afterwa® Cl-
fisted a8 a veteran iu the 18th Missourl Cavaley,
We came to Knnens (Fort Zarah), irom there 1o
Denver; from Denver to Camp Wardell, On the
6th day of January last, about 2 o'clock in the
afternoon, myself and &l-'n:_-.' Sione staried to
Central Cty on horseback, we intonded 1o d2_ .0
—we gliuck oul from onmp, taking & southwest
courte. We bore o the Pistte piver road,
struck the Platie at Bijon crack, We went np
thé ‘road about one milg, Stome and 1 talked
a few minntes o Aogustus and Sluman,
then wé went up the road sboul n wmile,
thén we turned back. 1 sald to Mr, Sione,
“I ber them wen has  got plenty  of
money.” My, Stone said, *Let's go for them." 1
geconded the motion We came on down o
where ey were encawped; we hitched our
horses to Lbeir wagon (Augusius and Sluman’s
wagon), [ ssked Mr. Augustus if aonything was
broke; he said he bad some horses broke
loose the night before; he was hunting them

that day., Henry Stone on my right, in (ront of
Sluman. BStone drew hiz revolver, and was

looking at Sluan, and rovolving the eylinder
in his hand. [ konew what he aimed to do. 1
would have called the shots if I could, 1 drew
my revolver, | don't know what delayed him
in_his shots that he conld not shoot quicker,
whether he was [fightened or his revolver
would not go off. 1 fired six shots while he was
firing two, 1 shot Augustus, from the descrip-
tion the witness gave of the man. I am the
man that killed Angostus.  Mr. Stone shot Slu-
man. Sloman was on the ground before 1
shot at him. 1 then firéd five shots at him;
I bit bhim every time. Stone had  hic
Slomin belore 1 tred at him. Either one of
his shots would nuave kiliel him, Au-
gustus was not hit with o glung  shot,
or the butt of s pistol, nesther wm‘hlu!tmn.
Augustus was not dead when 1 left him:
he mised vp onee. Neithor of them spoke
alter the ole were firved. We searched
the bodies; I mysell got oune hundred del
fars in greenbacks out of the shirt peoket of
Augustug; whether Stone got nnything, I don't
know, When we two (Stone and myself) laft
Camp Werdwell, we started 0 Central City,
&ro sing to make money a8 we conld gey it
¢ had a good horse aplece, suddle, and aquip-
ments, Henry Stone hagd one revolver; I had
two, We bad been dridking. After the mus-
der | wanted w0 go to the Siawes. | knew he
would be suspected also, Next day | told Stone
he would be arrested before the sun set.

of May, I had s conversation with Stone in re.
gard to the murder, Stone asked me i I was
prepared to meet my God. T told bhim that 1
thought I was, 1 aeked him was be, He said
that he wre not.  Asked him didn't he think he
could be betore he was executed. He sald he
didn't know, Says he, Franklin, there W only
one thine oan save my lle. T neked him what it
wiie. He sald 1or me to confess that 1 had dooe
the murder alone, and thalt he was nol about.
ave 1 to fwone, 1 oan tdo it 1 told him I wonld
have to tell the truth when T came o die. Says
1, Stone, 1 didn’t think vou would sk me any
suoh questions, You know you are as deep in
the mud as 1 am in the mire. He sald he knowed
he was. He said that none of the people in
Donver believed he had any hand in it. He
allowed il 1 contessed, it would cloar him. |
told him both being goilty of the murder, I was
willlug to die npon the grounds sud he ought to,

Great Briinin nnd Ireland, with which sald
colonirs, districts, and neople and kingdom the
people of the United States are at peacoe; and

Whereas, The proceedings wnloresald consti-
tute a hgh misiternean forbidden by the
Inwa of the Uinited Stutes s well a= by the Inw

Ol Dilians;

Now, therefore, for the purpose of preventing
the earrying on of the unlarwiul expedition nnd
enterprise wiorespid lrom the territory und juris-
diction af the United Btates, and to maintaio the
publie pesice as well as the national honor, and
enloree obedience und respeed to the laws of the
United Btutes, 1, Andrew Johnson, Prestdent of
the Upiled Btates, do admonizh and warn al)
good cirizens of the United States agoinst taking
part or in any way urging, aiding, countenan-
cing, or abetting said unlawiul proceedings:
